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gathering community support. 
Michael Glenn, director of 
the Office of Energy Services 
for the state, said the program 
will continue after the Olympics 
in an attempt to decrease air 
emissions throughout Utah. 
The Earth Day celebration 
took place despite a series of 
rain showers throughout the 
day. Nino Reyos and an inter- 
tribal dance troupe opened the 
celebration with Native Ameri- 
can music. Other musical per- 
formances from such artists as 
Iris DeMent and the Rebirth 
Brass Band entertained the 
crowd from 2 to 10 p.m., while 
children played on a bungee 
apparatus and multiple ven- 
dors provided food for the spec- 
tators. In between the musical 
events, SLOC also recognized 


three organizations that 
donated to the Olympic envi- 
ronmental initiatives: Anheuser 
Busch, Utah Power and the U.S. 
Forest Service. 

Not all were pleased about 
SLOC’s Earth Day activities. A 
small group of protesters dem- 
onstrated what they called the 
“Corporate Games” outside of 
the Gallivan Center. They criti- 
cized SLOC’s environmental 
initiatives for asking local 
Utahns to make sacrifices so 
the international community 
doesn’t have to and they said 
SLOC’s construction projects 
have created irreparable dam- 
age to Utah open space. But 
they also said any attempt to 
improve the environment is a 
welcome one.
